DON’T “TREAT.” 


A Chapter on Drinking—Customs in 
England and Ireland, Compared 
with those of this Country. 


[COMMUNICATED]. 

“ Would you mind joining me in a 
glass of something, sir ?”’ | 

I had been sauntering around a sea- 
port town in Ireland for some days, 
and lit upon a very neat little tavern 
up a cul de sac, known as the “Queen’s 
Arms.” The neat little place, exclu- 
sive of a bar, was not more than 12x14, 
and could not accommodate a dozen. 
and there every evening a little knot 
of respectably dressed men gathered 
to drink their beer and sinoke their 
pipes and gossip. And there, having 
nowhere else to go, I usually went tov. 

Of course I was known as an Amer- 


ican, and had to answer all sorts of} 


questions, and register the names of 
families and individuals I promised to 


visit, to have fulfilled which would 


have taken me from the Gulf to the 
lakes, and from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. On my second visit a very 


genteel looking man, whom I after-_ 


wards discovered was an optician in 
the vicinity, made the _ proposal: 
“ Would you mind joining me in 
A GLASS OF SOMETHING, 

sir?’ Of course I could not refuse, 
and so we drank one ‘Scotch hop” 
and smoked our pipes; and I answered 
more questions, and registered more 
names; and presently seme one else 


suggested: ‘* You'll join me, sir, in a} 


glass?’ It was some years after the 
close of the civil war in America, and 
that, of course was a prolific theme, 
and for many nights, at least while I 
remained, the meetings were kept up 
with an increased attendance, and 
usually with the same routine. Once 
an evening I was in the habit of ‘‘set- 
ting them up all arotnd,” which usu- 
ally made the company stare a little, 
as it was Outside of all custom; but 
as it only cost about three shillings to 
treat the whole house, it was not very 
expensive. I observed that when any 
one proposed to me to join him, he 
never asked anyone else—every man 
buying and paying for his own drink, 
indeed, very often ‘‘splitting”—that 
is, two uniting in paying for a bottle 
of ale or stout, each drinking half, a 
common occurrence anywhere in the 
kingdom. 
. IN ENGLAND OR IRELAND 

a bottle of ale costs, generarlly, six- 
pence; some places only fourpence; 
whisky, or any other spirituous liquor, 
fourpence a glass—one gill. But no 


one ever drinks more than half a glass, 
so that one can get comfortably drunk 
at a very moderate price; but the cus- 
tom of éveryone drinking by himself 
obviates one of the worst features of 
drinking in the United States — 


THE SYSTEM OF TREATING, 


A man there goes into the smoking- 
room of a hotel or tavern; on the 
little tables around ate ranged bowls 
of sugar, plates with knife and lem- 
ons, Others with clean white pipes and 
cnt tobacco. He orders his drink 


from the counter, beer, or brandy and 
water, ‘‘Scotch” or “Irish hot,” the 
which is simply a small jug of hot 
water and a ha.f glass of liquor, of 
which he compounds a punch, the 
lemon and sugar being already on the 
table. ,A glass of punch and a pipe 
will last for an hour, and perhaps it 
is renewed; but in the majority of 
cases, one is sufficient. He does not 
go into a saloon as we do here, look 
around for a friend or two to call up, 
pour down at a gulp a glass of whisky 
or beer, talk a few minutes as_ he 
stands at the bar, till presently some 
one of the crowd calls up another 
round, and then another does the 
same, until four or five drinks have 
been disposed of in the same way, and 
in quick succession. Thereis no such 
practice. seen abroad. No bar-room 
rows and no: assemblage of roughs 
around saloons. Of course, in some 
of the lower haunts of Liverpool or 
London, Edinburg or Dublin, there 
are disgusting scenes of drunkenness, 
and very largely among women; but 
these are only the “‘tailings” of an in- 
sidious habit. It would be impossible 
to find in either England or on the 
Continent anything analagous to our 
saloons in any part of the Union. 
Drinking there is really more uni- 
versal, but it is more systematic, and 
not. considered disreputable. It is not 
at all uncommon to meet a clergyman 
in a quiet smoking-room, and enjoying 
his glass and his pipe among his par- 
ishioners. This, while it does not de- 
tract from the man’s standing, cer- 
tainly gives an air of respectability to 
the practice, and saves men from much 
hypocritical dodging. The system of 
employing 
BAR-MAIDS 


has its good effect. From our knowl- 
edge of ‘‘waiter girls” as we see them 
here, we form wrong ideas concerning 
the bar-maids of England. It does 
not sound respectable to us, and yet 
I'll venture that as a class, they will 


compare, in dress and deportment, 
with the store girls of any of our 
cities. Their presence has a restrain- 
ing influence upon customers, and 
there is no bar-room loafing or black- 
That. is

those ‘‘free-and-easys,” where the “lit- 
tle swills” let off their comic so 
and where the audiences swell 
chorus nightly. 
NO BOTTLE OR DECANTER 

is ever set out for anyone to fill from. 
All drinks are measured out; and in 
every little tap-room is hung a series 
of bright copper measures, from a gal- 
lon to a half-gill, all polished bright 
as mirrors. In the cheap places, there 


are no chairs for lounging, and only in 
such is there any display of bar fix- 
tures. The counters are usually di- 
vided off into stalls, just like those of 
a stable. and while some poor fellow is 
driaking his mug of porter or half- 
and-half in one, his wife may be in 
the next, swallowing her gin. Drink- 
iny and drunkenness is, perhaps, the 
greatest curse ever inflicted upon man- 
kind; but we have so improved upon 
it that a man can get away with him- 
self fasterthan im any other part of 
the globe, and spend more money do- 
ing it; and if 
THE MURPHYITES | 

would only turn their attention to the 
“treating” system, and make it ~no 
more shabby for a nan to buy and pay 
for bis own drink than to buy and pay 
for his beef, they would accomplish 
more than they ever will do by pledges 


and blue ribbons, 
that I got away from the ‘*‘ Queen’s 
Arms” in ten days; for, before I left, 
at least two persons had ‘treated all 
round,” and I felt that 1 was inculcat- 
ine a bad practice. I have still the 
list of these I promise‘ to call on.

WHAT DOES HE MEAN?

In the Reno Journal of the 14th in- 
stant an article appeared, which pur- 
ported to contain the substance of an 
iaterview with District Attorney Cain 
of Washoe relative to the settlement 
made by him with Humboldt. Mr. 
Cain is represented as saying that “a 
bill of $373 for testimony for the Gov- 
ernor’s office, which Washoe did not 
intend to pay, was allowed in full by 
Humboldt. Will the Journal ° or 
GAZETTE explain this remark of Mr. 
Cain, so that there can be no misune 
derstanding about it? Every bill al- 
lowed by Humboldt to Washoe in the 
Rover case was certified to by the 
Clerk of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners as having been examined and 
allowed, and by the Auditor as having 
been paid. If Mr. Cain is quoted cor- 
rectly in the Jowrnal, one of these 
certified bills, which Washoe never 


intended to pay, was presented to. 


Humboldt as paid. Here is evidence 
of crookedness on the part of the re- 
formers of ‘Washoe, and requiers an 
explanation.—Silver State. 


We confess to the Silver State that, 
although we are anxious to have the 
matter explained, in the absence of 
legal decision it is almost impossible 
We do not 
desire to do injustice in the first place, 
nor do we propose to whitewash the 
matter. We understand it in this way: 

There were two bills duly allowed 
and audited for the Rover transcript 
entire. These bills aggregated a little 
more than $1000. The first of $646 50 
was paid by Washoe. 
$373 was not to be paid unless Hum- 
boldt paid it to us. Objection was 
made that the charge was entirely too 
high as represented by these two 
claims, and the ground was then taken 
that the second bill, $373, was never 
to be paid, and was put in merely to 
ensure indemnity from Humboldt. 
Of course this way of doing business 
will appear new to outsiders, bat we 
prefer that the reader form his own 
opinion upon the facts. We have 
given them as we understand them 
to be.

Currency has made little chanye 
during the past week. Legal Tenders 
have advanced. The Hibernia Bank 
of San Francisco offers to loan sums 
of $5000 at 7 per cent.; less sums at 8 
per cent. If the banks in the cities

California would follow the same ex- 
ample and reduce their rates, this re- 
duction would redound to the advan- 
tage of business men generally. The 
bonanza mining stocks continue to 
tumble.

The ore is regular smelting 
ore and contains a large per cent. of 
galena. This ore is now being re- 
duced to crude bullion by a cupola 
furnace. There are now 1500 tons of 
rich ore on the dump and enough in 
sight to run their furnace for five 
years. The first shipment of bullion 
is now on its way te Wadsworth. In 
a few days the machinery for a twenty- 
stamp mill will be shipped to Wads- 
worth. The wood work for this mill 
is now being prepared in Truckee. 
There are of course a large number 
of claims in the districts in which 
these mines are located. A number 
of these claims are being prospected 
and a few are making a handsome 
showing. The Argent is shipping bul- 
lion. The mines are located in the 
northwestern partof Nye connty, about 
130 miles east by southeast of Wads- 
worth, and some 60 miles nearly south 
of Austin. All the teaming must be 
done by way of Wadsworth, and a 
considerable amount of supplies will 
be purchased in that place. Therefore 
our eastern neighbors have full reason 
to anticipate increased trade and pros- 
perity for their town.

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THE INDIAN WAR. 


Chief Egan Killed by Umatillas. — 
Lo | 

Baxer City, July 15.—A special 
from Sanford, at La Grande, says: 
Colonel Sanford’s scouts reported the 
presence of a large number of Indians 
near his camp, and a skirmishing 
party led by Lieutenant Brown met 
and fired upon the advancing hostiles, 
who beat a hasty retreat into the pine 
and tamarack timber, which was so 
dense it was impossible to bring them 
to battle. It was evident that the 
hostiles were endeavoring to get into 
the Wallulu country via Grand Ronde 
yalley. Colonel Sanford decided upon 


a flank movement, and made a march 
north twenty-five miles to a point on 
the Grande Ronde river, where he 
could outstrip the fleeing hostiles. No 
casualities happened to the command. 
One Indian was killed and two horses 


_ gaptured. Scouts report heavy firing 
near Pendleton, indicating that Miles’ 


command have the hostiles engaged in 
that locality. 

A dispatch from Umatilla Agency, 
via Walla Walla, dated the 15th says: 
Umatilla runners just arrived bring 
the intelligence that the Umatilld 


P scouts sent out by Captain E. Miles 
‘yesterday morning, to ascertain the 


exact locality of the hostiles, have had 
askirmish with the hostiles on the 
mountains ten miles east of this place, 
and that Egan, one of the hostile 
leaders, was killed. They were to 
capture him alive if possible, but 


after inducing him away from the 


camp he showed fight and they killed 
him. They reporta portion of the 
scouts still fighting. Colonel Forsythe 
starts immediately with six companies 
of cavaly and about twenty-five Indian 
scouts under John McBean. 

Later reports confirm the above.

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The Heat in the East. 

St. Louis, July 15th.-—The intense 
heat of the past week still coutinues, 
in fact increases one or two degrees 
daily Ithas become really frightful.

ST. LOUIS TO-DAY. 


St. Louts, July 16th.—The heat is 
still intense, but up to noon there had 
been fewer cases of sunstroke than 


there were for three days past. Only 
fifteen cases were treated at the city 
dispensary this morning. 

Only three deaths are reported so 
far. The total deaths yesterday from 
the heat were fifty-four. The effects 
of the prolonged heat are being felt 
now by a different class of people then 
at first. Scores of merchants and 
professional men, clerks, salesmen, 
etc., and many women, are becoming 
sufferers, and prostrations of greater 
or less degree are numerous in all 
parts of the city. Even children are 
falling victims, and the mortality 
among infants is greater than ever 
known, except in time of epidemics, 

CuicaGo, July 15th.—The heat has 
been more telling to-day than at any 
time before this year. The thermom- 
eter reached 90 degrees, and three 
cases of sunstroke are reported, one 
being fatal. The Washiogton Ice 
Company lost a horse and one of their 
drivers was overcome by the _ heat. 
Anton Grei, a Polish laborer, died 
from the effects of a sunstroke, and an 
unknown man was prostrated by the 
heat.

Exchanging Gold for Notes. 


WasHInGTON, July 16.—It is un- 
derstood that no formal opinion has 
been given by the Attorney General 
to the Secretary of the Treasury con- 
cerniag the exchange of gold for 
notes from the United States Treas- 
ury. Upon an exchange of views on 
the subject, the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Attorney General 
agreed that this could not be done 
until the lst of January.

The Heated Season in St. Louis. 
Sr. Louis, July 17.—There has been 
a slight diminution of the heat this 
afternoon, caused by a fine breeze with 
some invigorating qualities, in it; yet 
the mercury has ranged high, reaching 
100 in many places. The cases of 
sunstroke have also decreased, there 
having been but 22 at the City Dis- 
pensary up to six o’clock this evening, 
and but four deaths. Mr. Cook, As- 
sistant Superintendent at the morgue, 
who has been on continuous duty day 
and night since Friday, succumbed to 
the heat at noon, and lay in an uncon- 
scious state several hours. His con- 
dition was regarded very critical, but 
he was finally restored to conscious- 
ness and sent to the hospital, Edward 
Newman, a barkeeper, a very bad 
case, was sent to the hospital, where 


= will probably die. Among the 
cases not tested at the dispensary were 
Dan Dooley, who died at his home. 
Maury Fortune was found dead in her 
bed this morning; Elizabeth Bashrig 
died at her residence, after medical 
treatment; James Ryan, cousin of 
Bishop Ryan, died at his residence 
without medical attendance; the wife 
and daughter of Professor Malmene, a 
well-known physician, we’e prostrated 
at their homes, and at last accounts 
were in a critical condition; Mr. J. D. 
Voerster, father of the well-known Dr. 
Voerster, was found dead in his bed 
this morning. Solomon Eagan fell on 
the street and was taken to the dis- 
pensary in a very dangerous condition, 
having convulsions. ‘Twenty-four bod- 
ies which had laid at the morgue yes- 
terday without being claimed, were 
buried in the Potter's Field late last 
night. -They were terribly swollen 
and disfigured, and presented a horri- 
ble sight. The whole number of bur- 
ial permits issued to-day was 49, ef 
which 28 were persons whose death 
was caused by heat. This is but a 
trifle over the death rate of yesterday. 
The heat this afternoon was more mod- 
erate, and to-night there is a breeze, 
which has cooled the atmosphere con- 
siderably. The whole number of cases 
treated in the dispensary to-day is 
about thirty. 

The heat has been so great the past 
few days that almost every one has be- 
come alarmed, and hundreds of labor- 
ers and mechanics have ceased to work. 
A number of manufacturing establish- 
ments in the city are closed, and many 
others are running on short time, to 
ease their employees. Several build- 
ers and roofers have refused to allow 
their men to work at all until a change 
in the weather takes place. The city 
has also stopped some of its public 
work, or carries it on only in the 
night, in order to save men from sick- 
ness or almost certain death. Several 
livery stable. owners refused to hire 
horses until’ sundown or late in the 
afternoon. One stuble lost five horses 
Sunday, valued at $1000,'and others 


have suffered similar losses.

WORKING THE ‘*ENTERPRISE. ”

In the after- 
noon he happened to be looking at the 
Delta saloon cabinet in this city and 
found the identical specimen. The 
bar-keeper of the Delta saloon said he 
had purchased it of Brace for four dol- 
lars. The specimen had been cut 
with a chisel on one side, and Mr. 
Doten was able to swear to its identity 
by that mark. 
A WARRANT OUT FOR HIM. 

He then swore out a warrant for the 
arrest of Brace, but the pungent para- 
graphist had gone to Carson on the 
2:45 train.- The bar-keeper of the 
xold Hill saloon now comes to the 
front and assests that Brace stole his 
coat. 

It seems almost incredible that a 
man who could have borrowed all the 
money he’ wanted among the news- 
paper men of the Comstock should 
have resorted to such petty thefts, yet 
the evidence it conclusive against him. 

STILL AT LARGE, 

The police were looking for him in 
Carson last night, but up to the pres- 
ent writing he is still at large.

A Leavenworth, Kansas dispatch of 
July 16th says: General John Mc- 
Neal, Inspector of Indian Affairs, in 
company with H. W. Jones, Indian 
Agent, arrived yesterday from Indian 
Territory, for the purpose of removing 
Joseph’s band of Nez Perces prisoners, 
now in camp at Fort Leavenworth, to 
Qua Paw Agency, Indian Territory, 
wbout eighteen miles sonth from Bax- 
ter’s spring, and the adjoining terri- 
tory now occupied by the Modocs. 
The removal will take place in a few 
days. 


Russia Checkmating England. 


Lonpon, July 17.—A Paris dispatch 
reports that according to the latest 
advices from Central Asia, a force of 
Russian artillery, engineers and cay- 
alry has left Tashkend.- This move- 
ment is connected with an order of 
the day recently published in Tash- 
kend for an advance towards Bokhara. 
Le Temps, the best informed journal, 
believes that the Russians are vow 
marching to invade Bokhara, and that 


this is their answer te the Cyprus 
treaty. 


THE WAR IN OREGON. 


The Killed and Wounded thus Far 


PortLaAND, Oregon, July 17th.— 
Twelve hundred stands of arms arrived 
here on the steamship Oregon, and are 
subject to the order of Governor Chad- 
wick. The telegraph lines are down 
beyond Celilo, and no news has_ been 
received from Umatilla for the past 
twenty hours. News has just reached 
here from Oak Grove, Wasco, county, 
relative to the reported Indian out- 
break there showing that the alarm 
was false, The Warm Spring Indians 
continue friendly. 

. THE RILLED AND WOUNDED. 


BakER Crry, ,Oregon, July-17th.— 
Couriers just into La Grande from 
Meacham’s and Pendleton say the 
bodies of the Myers brothers, Smith 
and otheas, killed near Cayuse, were 
buried yesterday. George Coggan 
was buried at Pendleton. A. L. 
Bunker is getting well. He is out 
of danger. Chief Homely with his 
band of Indians fought hostiles on the 
15th instant, killing Chief Egan, and 
have his scalp and head. The courier 
saw thirteen dead Indians near the 
Emigrant Springs, about four miles 
north of Beacham’s where Homely’s 
band attacked the- hostiles. The In- 
dians are devided, one party going to 
the head of Milk creek and the other 
toward Grande Ronde river. Captain 
Kelly, with scouts from Boise, who 
has been ont a month or more,. passed 
La Granpe to-night, going to Colonel 
Sanford’s camp on North Powder 
river. Wheaton, with his command, 
is at Burnaham bridge, in the Blue 
mountains, to-day scouting’ the 
country in that direction. General 
Howard is expeated in Grande Ronde 
valley in two days, at which place he 
will establish temporary headquarters. 
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British Fired upon by Russians, 

Lonpon, July 18.—A Times Con- 
stantinople dispatch gives the follow- 
ing account of the firing upon an un- 
armed boat from a British mau-of-war 
by the Russians near the Gulf of 
Saros: The captain of the English 
steamer reports that he was stopped off 


Gallipoli by a signal from the English 
fleet, directing him to take on board 
Lieutenant Hughes, sent by Admiral 
Cormerel to report the following iuci- 
dent: Two days ago a man-of-war 
boat was cruising off the Russian lines, 
and coming to a landing were imme 
diately made prisoner. A lieutenant, 
midshipman and ten men who were in 
the boat not returning to the English 
fleet, another boat was sent to look for 
them, but upon approaching the place 
this boat was fired upon, two bullets 
passing through the sides of the boat, 
fortunately without injury to any one. 


The Strike in France. 

Paris, July 18.—The strike at Au- 
sen is one.of the most extensive ever 
known in France. Five thousand col- 
liers have left the pits, demanding 
higher wages and eight hours a day. 
There are the usual rumors of foreign 
instigators and Bonapartist intrigues. 
The gendarmerie had to protect the 
pits to prevent the agitators from seiz- 
ing them and stopping work. A num- 
ber of arrests have been made. Troops 
have been brought up, and the public 
houses are closed. 

The Situation in Eastern Europe. 


Lonpon, July 18.—Belgrade tele- 
grams, which, however, are colored by 
prejudices, continue to report excite- 
ment in Bosnia against the Austria2s. 
The Beys have proposed in council 
that the Governor of Bosnia should 
expel the Austrian Consul. 

VIENNA, July 18.—General Philip- 
ovich is now here receiving final in- 
structions in regard to the occupation 
of the Turkish provinces.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—The United

for greenbacks and national bank 
notes, and for payment in lieu of one 
and two dollar notes, |

Maprip, July 17.—The funeral of 
the late Queen Mercedes, of Spain will 
take place to-day.
